REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. Claims 1 and 6 have been 
amended. No new matter has been introduced through these amendments. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. g 103(a) 

Claims 1 and 6 have been amended to specify that the substrate supports are 
stationary. Tanaka requires that the substrate supports move in order to define the 
hermetically sealed spaces for each individual substrate (see Figures 1-4 and column 
4, line 28 through column 5, line 35) and so that the substrates are delivered to the 
same location in the auxiliary chamber (see column 5, lines 24-35). Accordingly, 
claims 1 and 6 are patentable over the cited combination and dependent claims 2-5 
and 7-13 are patentable for at least the same reasons.
